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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I, claim 1, in the reply filed on 
08/01/2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 6, 8-10, and 15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse, as noted above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chang U.S. Patent 
Application Publication 20020086548 (the '548 reference). 

The '548 reference discloses in Figs. 3-5 an NROM memory transistor (paragraph 
[0002]) comprising: 

a substrate (10) having a plurality of source/drain regions (11,12), the source/drain 
regions having a different conductivity type than the remainder of the substrate (paragraph 
[0028]); 

a nanolaminate gate dielectric (20/22/24) formed on top of the substrate substantially 
between the plurality of source/drain regions, the gate dielectric comprising an oxide-nitride- 
high-k dielectric composition of oxide-nitride-Zr0 2 (oxide-nitride-zirconium oxide, paragraph 
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[0025]), meeting the claimed Markush group of oxide-nitride-Al 2 0 3 , oxide-nitride-Hf0 2 , and 
oxide-nitride-Zr0 2 ; and 

a control gate (50) formed on top of the gate dielectric.
